cattle wore not so good now as he 
wished, hut that within a few years 
he thought he would have the very 
best grade In tho county.

Dr. Havener pointed out at Baird's 


farm that beet cattle raising was an 
especially good proposition just now 
when farm labor is so hard to get, for 
a largo number of beef cattle can be 
handled by a very few men.

But following this, we are given abundant evidence of the 
belief in the therapeutic value of alcohol by the action of 
these same governments. England, urging temperance upon 
her soldiers and civilians, sends liquor to the trenches and 
hospitals in hundred-thousand-gallon lots. France, having 


interdicted the use of" absinthe, increased the daily wine- 
ration of the soldiers. Germany first closed all bars upon 
mobilization was effected, then lifted the edict against beer, 
and encouraged its gift to armies and hospitals.
